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In accordance with the requirement of 37 C.F.R. 1.133(b), the following summary of the interview 
conducted on September 15, 2009 in connection with the above-referenced application is provided. 

Present at the interview were oo-inventor Michael M. Gerard!, Examiner Hadlzonooz and Examiner 
Saadat. Ail pending independent claims were discussed, with emphasis on daim 44. 

During the interview, the Major League film cited against the pending claims was discussed and 
distinguished. Co-inventor Gerardi noted that in the film, a cardboard cut-out rather than a model was 
employed. The coach, not a model, acted whenever the team won a game; no instructions were provided to a 
model. The coach removed a portion of a depiction of dothing affixed to the surfiace of the cardboard cut-out, 
rather than a model removing an actual arttde of dothing. 

It was agreed that all pending daims reciting the term "model" would be amended to redte a human 
model, in order to further distinguish Major League. Subsequently, a Supplemental Amendment was filed in 
which the daims were so amended. 
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
